Seo REPORT: 


The School Board, for a part of the year 1886, re- 
spectfully submit the following report: 


FORMERLY Districts Nos. I AND 2. 


Under the new school law, districts numbers one and 
two were united. This school had one term of nine 
weeks. Mrs. Abbie R. Cate, teacher: whole number 
of scholars registered, 10; average attendance, ‘7; 
wages, including board, $24.00. Mrs. Cate entered 
upon her duties determined to keep a good school. She 
was sustained by the parents, and also by the scholars; 
good order prevailed through the term; the scholars 
were cheerful and obedient, and great improvement was 
manifest at the close of the term. 


FoRMERLY District No. 3. 


This was under the instruction of Mrs. Clara C. 
Woodman, of Epsom; had one term of five weeks; 
whole number of scholars registered, 7; average at- 
tendance, 4; wages, including board, $28.00. Mrs. 
Woodman is a thorough and experienced teacher, came 
highly recommended, and had the tact to impart knowl- 
edge. There was great improvement made by the 
scholars for so short a time. 


FoRMERLY District No. 4. 


The schools in this district had one term of twelve 
and one of three weeks. 
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Primary School. Miss Maggie G. Linen, teacher 
both terms; wages including board, first term, $24.00 ; 
second term, $28.00; whole number of scholars regis- 
tered, first term, 65; second term, 40; average attend- . 
ance, first term, 31; second term, 30. 


Intermediate School.—Miss Etta Bartlett, teacher both 
terms; wages, including board, $30.00; whole number 
of scholars .registered, first term, 41; second term 29; 
average attendance, first term, 25; second term, 23. 


Grammar School.—Mr. C.F. N. Potter, teacher both 
terms; wages, including board, $36.00; whole number 
of scholars registered, first term, 22; second term, 26; 
average attendance, first term, 18; second term, Ig. 


Mr. Potter, Miss Bartlett and Miss Linen, all had the 
good will of their scholars, the scholars were studious 
and cheerful, and great improvement was made in all 
the schools, as was noticed by the parents and visitors 
present at the close of the first term. 


In conclusion we would say that perfect harmony pre- 
vailed in all the schools, and there was no complaint 
either from parents, scholars, or teachers.
